TIMELINESS OF SUBMITTAL OF REPORTS
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Top Municipal 
Market Financing 
Team Participants 
January through 
June 2014

California state and local agencies is-
sued approximately $27.5 billion of 
long-term and short-term debt during 
the first two quarters of 2014. This 
represented a 17.2 percent decrease 
from the same period in 2013.1 The 
year-over-year decrease in California’s 

issuance activity is in-line with the na-
tionwide issuance figures, which saw a 
16 percent decline in issuance during 
this same period.2 

BOND COUNSELS

For the first six months of 2014, Best 
Best & Krieger (BBK) was Califor-
nia’s leading bond counsel firm when 
measured in terms of number of deals 
– participating on 31.2 percent of all 
deals. BBK moved up one spot since 
the 2013 ranking. Their climb is at-
tributable to their work as bond coun-
sel to two local public agencies that

have been issuing one hundred (100) 
or more loans on a weekly basis un-
der the Property Assessed Clean En-
ergy (PACE) Program.2 Orrick, Her-
rington & Sutcliffe (Orrick) placed 
second with 14.2 percent of the num-
ber of deals and Stradling Yocca Carl-
son & Rauth, Jones Hall, and Quint 
& Thimmig rounded out the top five 
firms based on number of deals. These 
same five firms occupied the top five 
rankings for the first six months of 
2013.

Based on par amount issued during the 
first six months of 2014, Orrick was

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the top firm in California by participat-
ing on $11 billion in deals. Stradling 
Yocca Carlson & Rauth and Hawkins 
Delafield & Wood finished second and 
third, respectively. BBK dropped back 
to ninth based on par value.

Bond counsels participated in 98.5 
percent of deals in California during 
the first two quarters of 2014, a slight 
increase from the 98.4 percent during 
the same period of 2013. 

FINANCIAL ADVISORS

California’s top financial advisory firm 
for the first two quarters of 2014, based 

on number of deals, was Public Finan-
cial Management (PFM) with 256 
deals. The PACE financings in which 
PFM was the financial advisor attrib-
uted to the firm’s ranking. Fieldman, 
Rolapp & Associates; Isom Advisors/
Urban Futures; Keygent Advisors; and 
KNN Public Finance (KNN) round-
ed out the top five financial advisory 
firms based on number of deals for the 
first six months of 2014.

PFM was also California’s top financial 
advisory firm for the first half of 2014 
when measured by par amount, with a 
total par amount of $5.1 billion. Pub-

lic Resources Advisory Group (PRAG), 
Montague DeRose & Associates, 
KNN, and Fieldman Rolapp complete 
the top five on a par amount basis.

Based on number of deals, financial 
advisors participated in 79.8 percent 
of public debt issuance during the first 
half of 2014, an increase from 73.8 
percent for the same period of 2013. 
Based upon par amount issued, finan-
cial advisory firms participated in 92.2 
percent of the debt issued in the first 
two quarters of 2014. This represented 
an increase over a 76.7 percent figure 
for the same period in 2013.

UNDERWRITERS

Stifel Nicolaus & Company, Inc. with 
63 deals, and Piper Jaffray & Co. with 
41 were California’s top two under-
writing firms for the first half of 2014, 
as measured by number of deals.3 
These firms maintained their rankings 
from the same period in 2013.

Barclays Capital, Inc., edged all other 
underwriting firms on a par value 
basis by purchasing 12.3 percent of 
California’s deals involving an under-

writer - these deals, only 5 in total, 
represented a par value of approxi-
mately $2.84 billion. 

During the first half of 2014, under-
writers purchased approximately 83.7 
percent of the state’s municipal offer-
ings by par amount.4 For 449 deals, 
totaling approximately $4.48 billion 
in par value, no participation by an 
underwriter was reported to CDIAC.

CDIAC relies on the accuracy of the 
information submitted on the Re-

Pete Schaafsma: 
Remembered

Former CDIAC Executive Director Pete 
Schaafsma passed away on September 15, 
2014. He served as Executive Director from 
February 1995 until January 1999. In that 
short time period he helped to establish 
CDIAC’s role in California public finance, 
in part through the development of best 
practice guidelines. Among his achieve-
ments were efforts to prohibit the actions of 
“roving JPAs” and, along with Steve Shea, 
CDIAC’s Director of Policy at the time, the 
publication of guidelines for the appraisal 
of real property securing land-based debt 
known as Mello-Roos bonds. The appraisal 
guidelines are recognized nationally as hav-
ing insulated bondholders from defaults 
that might have resulted from the volatile 
California real estate market. 

Pete started his career with the Legislative 
Analyst’s Office after receiving his Masters 
of Business Administration from Stanford 
University. After leaving CDIAC he served 
as chief budget adviser for Assembly Repub-
licans. Most recently he has collaborated 
with former Department of Finance Direc-
tor Mike Genest and former LAO analyst 
Brad Williams to provide consulting ser-
vices to private and public clients.
